“How would you like to be 
introduced as a ‘liar, prior to your name? 
That’s what we do every day when we 
talk about people as felons, convicts, ju- 
veniles ... using all those words means 
something,” says Geoffrea Morris, who 
works as a planner at the city’s Adult 
Probation Department’s Reentry Divi- 
sion. “It’s easy to say ‘offender, but it’s 
much easier on the self-esteem of people 
to say ‘previously incarcerated person’ or 
‘person who has committed a crime.’” 
On Tuesday, the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors voted to approve 
a fairly unusual resolution, which re- 
quests that city government be more 
intentional with language choices 
when writing legislation, press releas- 
es, or briefs that discuss people who 
have spent time in the criminal-justice 
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system. Terms like addict, criminal, 
felon, prisoner, or juvenile delinquents 
tend to leave little room for humaniza- 
tion. Instead, it labels people as others, 
implying they are worth less than their 
peers — and it can even damage reha- 
bilitation. 

“Person-first” seeks to reverse that, 
and the trend is catching on. Students 
of public health are taught to lead with 
the noun, saying “a child with autism 
spectrum disorder” for example, 
instead of an “autistic child.” In San 
Francisco, you ll commonly hear advo- 
cates referring to “unhoused people,” 
“people experiencing homelessness” 
or “people with substance use issues.” 
Despite this progress, there has never 
been a commitment from City Hall to 
employee person-first language, until 
now. 

“The Board of Supervisors of the 
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City and County of San Francisco 
urges all agencies and departments, 
both executive and judiciary, to adopt 
people-first language with respect to 
people with criminal records in all its 
official written, voice, audiovisual, and 
signed communications,” the resolu- 
tion reads, “and urges adoption and 
utilization of people-first language in 
all legislation, cosponsorship memos, 
reports, policies, and other docu- 
ments.” 

Eric Henderson, a criminal-justice 
reform advocate who sits on the Reen- 
try Council and the District Attorney’s 
Sentencing Commission, drafted the 
resolution, and Supervisor Sandra Lee 
Fewer introduced it to the Board. 

“The origin for this resolution re- 
ally came from my work on the state 
level,” Henderson tells SF Weekly. “We 
were distributing some grant funds, 


Person-First Language Gets a Boost

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and written into the legislation was 
words like ‘convict, ‘felon,’ ‘offender, 
‘parolee.’ Everytime someone would 
say that, I would cringe. My family has 
a direct connection to the criminal-jus- 
tice system, and I don’t refer to my 
friends or family in those ways ... I feel 
like I have to code-switch everytime | 
go into the legislature because of the 
way the analyses are written.” 
Henderson and Fewer both cited 
Eddie Ellis — a criminal-justice-reform 
activist who died in 2014 — as an 
inspiration for pushing this resolution 
forward. Years ago Ellis penned a pow- 
erful letter on human-first language 
that is still referenced today, stating 
that “We are asking everyone to stop 
using these negative terms and to 
simply refer to us as PEOPLE. People 
currently or formerly incarcerated, 
PEOPLE on parole, PEOPLE recently 





released from prison, PEOPLE in pris- 
on, PEOPLE with criminal convictions. 

“We think that, by insisting on 
being called ‘people,’ we reaffirm our 
right to be recognized as human beings 
— not animals, inmates, prisoners, or 
offenders,” Ellis added. “We also firmly 
believe that if we cannot persuade 
you to refer to us and to think of us 
as people then all our other efforts at 
reform and change are seriously com- 
promised.” 

His message is catching on. 

“The [San Francisco] Probation De- 
partment calls folks clients, they don’t 
call them probationers,’ Henderson 
says. 

While the practice isn’t fully in play 
citywide, the intention appears to be 
— at least among those in City Hall. 
By the time the resolution hit the floor 
it had seven supervisors signed on as 
co-sponsors, and it flew through the 
vote with unanimous support. 

“While changing the way we speak 
about justice involved individuals is far 
from a cure-all for the ills of our justice 
system, it is a solid step in the right 
direction,” Fewer says. 

The passing of a resolution is in 
itself a victory, it’s now that the real 
work begins. 

“The Board of Supervisors of the 
City and County of San Francisco rec- 
ognizes that some agencies, including 
but not limited to Adult Probation, 
Juvenile Probation, the Police Depart- 
ment, the District Attorney, and the 
Sheriff, will need training and ongoing 
support to implement this shift in 
culture,” the resolution states. “Where 
possible, the City and County of San 
Francisco should provide adequate 
support to those agencies.” 

Henderson isn’t glossing over this 
fact. 

“Some of this change is going to be 
slow,’ he says. But, he’s looking at ways 
to weave training about the language 
use into already-existing programs, 
like the implicit bias workshops police 
officers are required to complete. 

And where San Francisco leads, oth- 
ers follow. “I’m hoping we can use this 
to create momentum across the state,” 
Henderson says. “I’m going to take this 
over to Alameda County next.”

Loftus and 
Boudin 
Demand Police 
Accountability

Although it’s been years since 
their deaths at the hands of the San 
Francisco Police Department, the names 
of Mario Woods, Alex Nieto, Amilcar Pe- 
rez Lopez, and Luis Gongora Pat con- 
tinue to dominate headlines. Their 
families have filed suits against the city, 
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and charges against officers remain un- 
der investigation. Despite pressure from 
activists last year, District Attorney 
George Gascon declined to file charges 
against the officers involved in the Gon- 
gora Pat and Woods cases, claiming that 
the shootings did not violate law and fur- 
ther adding that his hands were tied un- 
til the laws changed. 

But change may be on the horizon. 
District Attorney candidate Suzy 
Loftus announced a plan Tuesday to 
increase police accountability. She 
promised to have the Independent 
Investigations Bureau make charging 
decisions against police officers in 
their personal capacity and publish 
the findings of these investigations, 
details that have been largely kept 
from the public. She would also invite 
the California Department of Justice 
to conduct independent investigations 
of officer-involved shootings, although 
it’s unclear they would always step in.

able is vital, and San Franciscans must 
be able to trust that the justice system 
is here to protect and serve them,” 
Loftus, a former Police Commission 
president, said. “Members of law en- 
forcement are entrusted to exercise 
authority over the lives of San Francis- 
cans, and I will set clear standards for 
accountability.” 

Chesa Boudin, a public defender 
running for District Attorney, feels 
that political will to enforce existing 
laws is what’s missing to change the 
status quo. Should he win the election, 
Boudin would make the results of his 
charging decisions public and would 
hold town halls in the interest of 
transparency. Based on the Woods and 
Gongora Pat videos, he said it’s hard 
to imagine why no criminal charges 
were filed. 

“The powers that be who are sup- 
posed to stand up and enforce the law 
within the police department have 
failed to do so for many years,’ Boudin 


said. “It doesn’t matter what the text, 
the statute, or general order is if no 
one follows it.” 

There have been some consequenc- 
es, although none against individual 
officers. On Tuesday, the Board of 
Supervisors approved a $400,000 set- 
tlement to the mother of Mario Woods 
over his death in 2015. Five officers 
shot and killed the 26-year-old as he 
was cornered against a wall, sparking 
outrage nationwide and attracting at- 
tention from the federal government. 

The settlement was approved the 
same day the U.S. Justice Department 
announced it declined to bring charges 
against the New York police officer 
who put Eric Garner in a 2014 choke- 
hold. Garner later died after famously 
uttering, “I can’t breathe.” 

Loftus’ plan comes weeks after an 
independent assessment of the fatal 
shooting of Géngora Pat was made 
public. In late June, the Department of 
Police Accountability released records 
that recommended suspending Officer 
Michael Mellone for 45 days. Investi- 
gators found that he “failed to follow 
almost every directive” before firing a 
bean bag gun at Gongora Pat near 18th 
and Shotwell streets in 2016. 

“Officer Mellone unilaterally and 
immediately escalated to greater force 
in this situation, which involved an 
individual that was experiencing a 
mental-health crisis,’ Henderson wrote 
in a June 14 letter to Chief Bill Scott. 
“His escalated force appears to have 
aggravated the individual, forcing Offi- 
cer Mellone and another officer to use 
lethal force that resulted in death.” 

DPA Director Paul Henderson also 
recommended the 30-day suspension 
of Sgt. Nathaniel Steger for improperly 
supervising Mellone as he fired the 
bean bag gun. The Examiner obtained 
the above records under Senate Bill 
1421, the state’s new transparency law 
that took effect this year. 

And, another state bill may be mak- 
ing inroads to provide more oversight 
for our officers. Gov. Gavin Newsom 
is expected to sign Assembly Bill 392, 
which would make California’s use of 
force laws one of the nation’s strictest. 
Instead of allowing officers to employ 
deadly force when they think it’s “rea- 
sonable,” they may do so when “neces- 
sary, defined as when the officers or 
the public face an imminent threat of 
deadly or serious bodily harm. 

That the bill passed in the legisla- 
ture and was not watered down signals 
waning influence of the state’s law en- 
forcement lobby. And in San Francisco, 
police accountability is on the minds of 
major district attorney candidates. 

These actions may be too late for 
Woods, Gongora Pat, Jessica Williams, 
and so many more, but they have the 
potential to save lives — and familial 
grief — moving forward. 
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Coming Soon: 
Reusable Food 
Containers 


Starting in January 2020, 
vendors at concerts and festivals 
in California will be able to serve 
food in reusable containers, thanks 
to a newly minted state law. 

On Friday, Gov. Gavin New- 
som signed Assembly Bill 619 
— brought forward by San Fran- 
cisco’s Assemblymember David 
Chiu — to reduce the use of 
throwaway foodware at festivals 
like Outside Lands or Clusterfest. 
Currently, reusable containers 
require cleaning at approved fa- 
cilities, such as brick-and-mortar 
kitchens, with the result that 
festivals and other events are left 
with hordes of trash. Next year, 
however, festival-goers can whip 
out compact bamboo sporks or 
metal straws from their fanny 
packs and vendors can serve food 
or drinks in reusable containers. 

“Having fun at a concert or 
festival does not have to result 
in a sea of trash,” Chiu said on 
Monday. “I am grateful Governor 
Newsom saw the need for this 
new law that will give event orga- 
nizers the ability to make greener 
choices and reduce landfill waste.” 

Venues have long sought to 
reduce waste by serving drinks or 
food in compostable containers, 
but many still end up in the land- 
fill. In an attempt to be greener, 
some venues like The Midway 
have tried switching from plastic 
water bottles to aluminum. The 
push to reduce comes as the state 
of recycling has been upended, 
largely due to China’s refusal to 
accept foreign recyclables. 

“One small step for solutions 
to the plastic pollution crisis, 
one giant leap for paving the 
way for reusables in California!” 
said Genevieve Abedon, who 
represents bill sponsor Clean 
Seas Lobbying Coalition. “AB 619 
is a crucial step in reducing our 
reliance on single-use disposable 
items that plague inland and 
coastal communities and ecosys- 
tems.” IM

Know Your 
Budtender: 
Yazzy Davis 


This young Apothecarium pro 
wrote her own prescription 
for acareer inthe cannabis 
industry.

Yazzy Davis has always wanted to 
work with people. 

After graduating high school, the 
San Francisco native took a job at 
Whole Foods, although her focus was 
on obtaining a position in the medical 
industry. When an offer to work at 
a doctor’s office came her way, Davis 
arrived at the interview only to learn 
that the position was with MMJ Doc- 
tor — a clinic for prospective medical 
marijuana patients to obtain their 
doctor’s recommendation — looking 
to make a hire. 

“Prior to my interview,” Davis 
recalls, “I asked the doctor, ‘Am I sup- 
posed to know the difference between 
indica and sativa? Because | don’t.’ 
Growing up in San Francisco, canna- 
bis was always around. It just wasn’t 


something that I ever thought I would 
do as a job.” 
She got the position. She was 19. 
While working for MMJ Doctor, 
Davis noticed that one of the physi- 
cians there would always suggest that 
recently approved patients take their 
card down the block to The Apothe- 
carium dispensary at 2029 Market 
St. At the same time, Davis watched 
as freshly minted 18-year-olds — the 
minimum legal age to receive a medical 
marijuana card — swung by the office. 
“They would come to get their cards 
because that was the coolest thing 
to do at the time,” Davis explains. 
“They just wanted to get high, but for 
the people who were older, who were 
looking to actually get help, we would 
always send those peo- 
ple to The 
Apothecari- 
um.” 
A few 
months later, 
Davis decided 
to apply. For 
the past two- 
and-a-half 
years, she’s 
been a bud- 
tender at The 
Apothecarium 
— first at its | 
Castro loca-

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tion and now at the SoMa dispensary 
(Apothecarium also has a third loca- 
tion in the Marina). As others in her 
position have similarly noted, Davis 
says one of the biggest challenges for 
her remains how best to deal with seri- 
ously ill patients hoping that cannabis 
will offer them some relief. 

“These people are sick,” she empha- 
sizes, and they’re going to dispen- 
saries that aren't really giving them 
enough information or education on 
the products they’re getting.” 

During her tenure at The Apothe- 
carium, Davis has also engaged with 
customers who initiate the conver- 
sation by letting her know that they 
don’t intend to buy anything. While 
the dispensary line remains a for-prof-

it institution, Davis still considers it 
her duty to be a font of information 
for the canna-curious when possible. 

“A lot of people will come in and 
they will just be mad at the world,” 
she says. “People will come in just for 
information. They come in just to talk 
and learn about cannabis so that when 
they’re ready to buy, they’ll know what 
they want. We’re being a helping hand 
by just talking to people. We’re not 
just here to sell cannabis. We’re also 
here to help you.” 

With so many products entering 
the market, it has also proven nec- 
essary for Davis to develop a close 
rapport with her colleagues so that 
they can borrow each other’s expertise 

when called upon. In 
Davis’s case, the issue 
; is low-potency prod- 
ucts. Her tolerance is 
such that accurately 
gauging the effect of 
things like microdose 
edibles or “daytime” 
vape pens is difficult. 
Instead, she asks the 
other budtenders at 
The Apothecarium 
for their input and 
offers her own sug- 
gestions in kind. 
“Honestly,” Davis 
says, every day 




















you re at work, you're learning some- 
thing new. People also have their own 
way of consulting. People use different 
lingos and different terms and Ill 
sometimes piggyback off of that if it’s 
an easier way of saying something or 
describing it in a different way!” 

Now 23, Davis is proud of what 
she’s accomplished, personally and 
professionally, since starting with 
MM Doctor four years ago. 

“T was the youngest employee at 
Apothecarium,” she notes. “When we 
were getting ready for [recreational 
sales], I wasn’t 21 yet. It was like, ‘Am I 
going to be able to work here this sum- 
mer?’ Being really young discouraged 
me a lot because I would get people 
that are three times my age coming in 
to ask me questions because they were 
sick and dying.” 

Though Davis used to always dou- 
ble-check with someone else before 
offering advice to customers, she now 
feels confident that she’s prepared to 
help whomever may next step through 
The Apothecarium’s doors. 

“Tm 23,” she says, “but I’ve been 
doing this for a while now. I have a lot 
of experience.” 
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What 
happens 
when 
someone 
dies without 
a will?

This week’s question comes from Na- 
than P. in San Carlos, who asks: 


Q: “My wife died suddenly. We were 
separated at the time of her death but 
hadn't filed any kind of papers. We were 
just taking some time to figure out 
where we were at and where we were 
going after 20 years of being married. 
We had two children, aged 10 and 14. 
My 14-year-old son died in the same ac- 
cident. I always told my wife that she 
needed to draft a will, but she believed 
doing so could invite death, so she has 
no will. Her mother is angry with me 
for our separation and is stating that 
she should get all her assets and the 
value of her share of our home, which 
we owned jointly. What happens when 


someone dies without a will?” 


A: Nathan, I’m saddened to hear of 
your incredible loss. Your question is 
one that consumes many weeks of a law 
student’s life in a class called Wills and 
Trusts. There are special probate courts 
that handle matters of property follow- 
ing death. A decedent’s property sub- 
ject to probate in California will pass 
either pursuant to a decedent’s duly ad- 
mitted will (the “testate” case) or, if 
decedent dies without a will (“intes- 
tate”), by the rules of “intestate succes- 
sion.” 


Before providing a response, | 
want to make it clear that 1am nota 
probate lawyer and strongly suggest 
you contact one. The following is a 
very general overview of the law ina 
situation such as yours; it is not legal 
advice. 


It’s important to note that many 
assets never go through probate. 
Some property, such as joint bank 
accounts, insurance proceeds, 401Ks 
and other financial investments, will 
be given to the person who was des- 
ignated as the beneficiary on the in- 
strument at the time of death. If your 
wife had life insurance, a 401k plan, 
an annuity or some other account 
or financial instruments, check to 
see who the beneficiaries are. These 
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accounts, policies, annuities and so 
on need not go through probate and 
should be distributed directly to the 
beneficiaries. 


In a similar vein, you need to get 
a copy of the title to your property 
to examine the form of ownership 
interest that you and your wife had. 
Property may be held jointly or in 
common and/or may be community 
property. A joint tenancy/ownership 
is created when two or more persons 
acquire property in equal shares by 
the same transfer and at the same 
time, with identical ownership rights, 
pursuant to an instrument of transfer 
that expressly declares the co-own- 
ership to be a joint tenancy. Joint 
tenants own equal interests in the 
property, all of which are subject to 
the right of survivorship; upon any 
joint tenant’s death, his or her inter- 
est passes by operation of law to the 
surviving joint tenant without going 
through probate. 


Spouses and registered domestic 
partners also hold equal ownership 
interests in community property, but 
community property carries no right 
of survivorship unless title is express- 
ly taken as “community property with 
right of survivorship.” So, get a copy 
of your title and review it with a pro- 
bate lawyer.

In intestate cases, where there 
is a surviving spouse or registered 
domestic partner, the survivor is 
entitled to the decedent’s one-half in- 
terest in community property held by 
decedent at the time of death. 


Given that your wife is survived by 
both you and your daughter, you both 
are entitled to a one-half share of 
your wife’s assets, such as non-com- 
munity property financial accounts, 
real property, jewelry and cars. The 
fact that you were taking time apart 
does not change the order of intestate 
succession. Had you been divorced, 
you would have no rights under intes- 
tate succession. 


The rules of intestate succession 
become more and more complex 
when there is no immediate family 
(spouse, domestic partner or chil- 
dren). Under such cases, if there is 
no spouse, the money would be dis- 
tributed to the decedent’s children. 
If there is no spouse or children (and 
no children of their children), then 
the property would pass to the par- 
ents of the decedent. If there were 
no parents, but there were brothers 
or sisters of the decedent, then the 
property would pass to the brothers 
or sisters. If there were no parents, 
brothers or sisters, then the property 
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would pass to the grandparents of 
the decedent. As you can see, this is 
quite arcane, and a specialist should 
be consulted. 


Finally, you mentioned that an 
“accident” caused the death of your 
wife and son. Depending on whether 
the accident was in whole or in part 
caused by the fault of another, there 
may be the basis for a wrongful death 
action to be brought by you and your 
daughter. This type of case is handled 
by trial lawyers, like myself, through 
the civil courts. You should have the 
facts of the case reviewed by an ex- 
perienced trial lawyer to see if there 
is a factual basis for a wrongful death 
claim. Any proceeds from settlement 
or a verdict of a wrongful death case 
would be paid directly to you and/ 
or your daughter, would not be your 
wife or son’s property and would not 
pass through probate. As a wrongful 
death claim examines the nature and 
strength of the relationship between 
the claimant and the decedent, your 
separation would most likely affect 
the amount of recovery you may re- 
ceive as damages.

When it comes to the Bayview 
and cannabis, Brandon Brown favors a 
homegrown approach. 

As a co-founder of the San Francis- 
co Cannabis Equity Working Group, 
Brown has worked extensively to keep 
Bayview residents informed about the 
cannabis industry and the role they 
have a right to play in it. One of his ef- 
forts is called “Equity Sessions,” which 
consisted of six educational workshops 
hosted over three months this spring 
and geared toward equity applicants, 
future incubators, and business part- 
ners. Raised in the northern Central 
Valley town of Gridley, the 36-year-old 
has been a Bayview resident since 
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2013. Having moved from Prague to 
San Francisco in 2011, Brown founded 
High Bridge Delivery in 2016, which 
has paved the way for him to partner 
with a local resident on a neighbor- 
hood dispensary created under the 
equity program. 

Equity is a vital component of San 
Francisco’s cannabis regulations be- 
cause advocates have recognized that 
racial and economic justice may remain 
elusive without significant government 
intervention into the market. It is the 
realization that diversity initiatives are 
insufficient. In essence, the program 
is designed to help local residents who 
were adversely affected by the War on 
Drugs get priority access to permits 
that allow them to take part in the 
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city’s newly established legal industry. 
Without equity, the risk of big busi- 
nesses squeezing out the competition 
grows dramatically. It also serves as a 
safeguard against the industry being 
exclusively operated by those with 
wealth and the means to establish a 
presence quickly. Within the Bayview, 
equity is seen as the best option to 
ensure that marginalized communi- 
ties aren’t left behind in the rush to 
capitalize and expand on a fertile new 
marketplace. 

A quick survey of the topics covered 
by Equity Sessions offers some insight 
into what Brown and the Cannabis Eq- 
uity Working Group (originally known 
as the Original Equity Group, or OEG) 
feel are the day’s most pressing issues. 
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With titles like “Healing from the 

War on Drugs,” “Budtender 101: The 
Anatomy of Cannabis,” and “Getting 
Compliant,” the program was taught 
by respected industry experts and of- 
fered free of charge to equity-program 
applicants. 

Brown says he helped put the series 
together because he noticed a void in 
educational forums on cannabis and 
equity for residents in the Bayview 
and other neighborhoods. Though his 
preference would be for the city of San 
Francisco to take responsibility, Brown 
instead produced Equity Sessions 
thanks to sponsors like the Green 
Cross dispensary and Eaze. General ad- 
mission tickets sold for $100 each. 

“Equity Sessions was kind of a first 


step towards doing large-scale edu- 
cation without the help of the city,” 
Brown explains. “We wanted to create 
a template.” 

Brown and Hunters Point native 
Rodney Hampton will use that tem- 
plate to open CDXX (i.e., 420 in Roman 
numerals). Set to occupy 4526 Third 
St. — currently the home of Hamp- 
ton’s communal art gallery — CDXX 
is poised to become the first Afri- 
can-American-owned retail cannabis 
shop in Bayview-Hunters Point when 
it opens, most likely later this year. 

For Brown, the big picture involves 
the city’s new, regulated cannabis 
industry employing and empowering 
more residents of Bayview-Hunters 
Point — especially marginalized per- 
sons of color from the area. 

“The Bayview community is well 
aware of the cannabis industry in its 
district,” he says. “We really want to 
keep it to small businesses. Especially 
when it comes to retail, I don’t see the 
Bayview community really supporting 
any new retail businesses in District 
10 that aren’t straight-up equity part- 
nerships.” 


Without first understanding 
how San Francisco’s cannabis industry 
evolved, it can be difficult to compre- 
hend all the factors at play. 

When voters passed Proposition 
215 in 1996 — in an effort led by early 
marijuana advocate Dennis Peron and 
inextricably linked to the AIDS crisis 
— California established a statewide 
system whereby qualified medical 
patients could obtain cannabis from 
licensed dispensaries. To this day, 

San Francisco’s Department of Public 
Health oversees the businesses that 
received permits under the Prop. 215 
system. 

That’s how it worked for more than 
20 years. But with the advent of legal- 
ized adult-use cannabis in the wake of 
2016’s Proposition 64, the city devised 
a new system to account for businesses 
that wanted to get in on the action. 
The plan called for valid medical canna- 
bis permit-holders to be grandfathered 
into the new program, along with 
pre-existing operators who had never 
registered with the city. What was 
missing was a pathway for those who 
had been hit the hardest by draconian 
drug laws to be given first access to the 
potential profits promised by a regulat- 





ed market. 

Borrowing somewhat from their 
neighbors in Oakland — the creators 
of the nation’s first equity program — 
San Francisco’s Board of Supervisors 
created a model whereby new permits 
for retail cannabis businesses would 
only be issued to equity applicants and 
equity incubators. (In order to earna 
permit as a non-equity business, you 
must incubate an equity business). 

To become an equity candidate, 
applicants must meet three of six crite- 
ria — each one a reminder that before 
we had THC bath balms, we had Cali- 
fornia’s Three Strikes law. Qualifying 
options include having a prior arrest 
or an immediate family member who 
was arrested for a cannabis offense 
prior to 2016, proof of housing insta- 
bility in the city after 1995, or living 
in a low-income household. The city’s 
Office of Cannabis (OOC) was estab- 
lished to manage this equity program 
(and medical permitting is expected 
to eventually fall under its purview as 
well). 

Bureaucratic though all this may 
sound, it’s a way for the city to address 
the effects of the racist and absurdly 
punitive War on Drugs, which deci- 
mated many urban neighborhoods for 
decades. The equity program gives dis- 
enfranchised San Francisco residents 
an equal share of the marketplace to 
legally sell what they’ve been arrested 
for selling for decades — and it has 
high stakes for many of the individuals 
involved. It has also been the victim 
of a bottleneck at the OOC, as staffers 
work to vet applications and usher 
suitable candidates through a rigorous 
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series of approvals and paperwork. 

“We pushed for the equity program 
to go through,” Brown says, “but we 
haven't had much of a program.” 

In fact, the application he and 
Hampton submitted is one of the few 
to near completion. The first equity 
retail permit was issued to Shawn M. 
Richards in February for his forthcom- 
ing dispensary with the Cole Ashbury 
Group at 1685 Haight St. 

Though CDXX has also yet to open 
its doors, its location is quite familiar 
to many residents of the Bayview as 
My Art Gallery, where Hampton wel- 
comes African-American artists from 
the Bayview to hang their work and 
sell it without the gallery taking a sub- 
stantial commission. 

“I mean, the Opera House takes 30 
percent,” Brown says, referring to the 
nearby theater that’s supposedly the 
oldest in the city. “That’s pretty wild.” 

Hampton and Brown hope to un- 
veil the dispensary component of the 
business by early next year. Although 
My Art Gallery was conceived as a 
way to occupy the space while CDXX 
went through its laborious permitting 
process, the dispensary will continue 
to engage Bayview residents through 
art-related events and public forums 
on cannabis education — all of which 
will be free to local residents. When 
it opens, it will also be one of the first 
equity-operated dispensaries in San 
Francisco, blazing an alternate trail in 
a cannabis industry that’s increasingly 
flooded with corporate money. 

As a businessman, Hampton says 
he’s ecstatic to approach the end of 
what was ultimately a three-year pro- 
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cess. 

That lengthy timespan may be yet 
another potential barrier to entry. 
Some prospective applicants have no 
means of remaining solvent while 
awaiting a final approval that may take 
years. So why the delay? Insufficient 
staffing at the OOC, for one. 

In June, District 1 Supervisor San- 
dra Lee Fewer was quoted in the Ex- 
aminer as saying, “I think we can agree 
that we started this Office of Cannabis 
understaffed. Quite frankly, we didn’t 
know what we were doing.” 

The OOC’s new director, Marisa 
Rodridguez, has publicly acknowledged 
the backlog and clearly stated that ex- 
pediting applicants through the equity 
permitting process is her office’s chief 
concern. Mayor London Breed offered 
her support by including resources for 
two additional permit reviewers and an 
analytics staffer to her proposed 2019- 
21 budget. If the provisions make it 
through to the final version — as of 





press time, details of the approved 
final budget were not yet available — it 
would be a badly needed staffing boost 
for the OOC. 

Other factors also contributed to 
Brown and Hampton’s lengthy wait, 
including the frequent revisions made 
to regulations at the state and local 
levels and the exceptionally complex 
and protracted nature of the permit- 
ting process itself. 

At the same time, this accomplish- 
ment represents something acutely 
personal for Hampton as well. At the 
age of 19, he was arrested for a canna- 
bis-related offense in Bayview Hunt- 
ers-Point. Now, almost 30 years later, 
he’ll open a legal marijuana dispensary 
less than a block from where that ar- 
rest occurred. 

“This has been a wonderful and 
hopeful experience,’ Hampton says. 
“It’s inspiring. I’m bringing hope to the 
community: to my friends, to those 
who are younger, to peers, to those 
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who are older. Hope is still there. This 
is not the full reparations, but it’s 
something like it. It’s something com- 
parable.” 


But recreational cannabis is 
more than just customer-facing dispen- 
saries, with their pre-rolled joints and 
tins of pear-prosecco gummies. As equi- 
ty-permit holders make slow yet deter- 
mined progress toward their ultimate 
goal, one question remains unresolved: 
How can equity expand to encompass 
non-retail operators? Though retail per- 
mits enjoy the majority of the headlines, 
there are actually three other types of 
permits available for cannabis operators 
as well: cultivation, manufacturing, and 
distribution. Together, these operators 
represent the non-retail facets of the lo- 
cal cannabis marketplace. In fact, non-re- 
tail operators actually make up the bulk 
of the San Francisco industry. 

“The equity program is just for re- 
tailers,” Brown explains. “Manufactur- 
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ing, distribution, and cultivation don’t 
necessarily fall into that.” 

Instead, operators seeking these 
other types of cannabis permits must 
put forth a plan to benefit their new 
neighborhoods as part of their appli- 
cation process. Although the city must 
verify and approve all community ben- 
efit plans — described by the OOC as 
“ways you plan on supporting the wid- 
er community, including a compassion 
program and equity goals” — Brown 
is convinced that equity is the better 
solution. Though community benefits 
agreements may help by improving a 
park, supporting a non-profit, or host- 
ing local events, they won't necessarily 
lead to the type of local infrastructure 
implicit to an equity program. 

“The community benefits program 
needs to be an equity program,” he 
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says, because that is what benefits the 
Bayview community. If you want to 
talk about community benefits, what 
the Bayview wants, as far as that’s 
concerned, is an equity program that is 
focused on hiring locally and working 
with local nonprofits.” 

Thanks to efforts from city officials 
to encourage people who may have 
been “off-the-grid cannabis operators” 
to go legit, many non-retail Bayview 
businesses that were previously func- 
tioning in an unregulated capacity are 
now stepping into the light. 

When the OOC’s amnesty program 
went live in the fall prior to the start of 
adult-use sales on Jan. 1, 2018, opera- 
tors were given a chance to conform to 
regulations without fear of retribution 
from the city. The requirement was 
that they register with the city of San 
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Francisco by Nov. 30, 2017. Provided 
they did so, they could qualify for a 
temporary permit that would provide 
an eventual pathway to an annual 
permit. 

Speaking with the Potrero Review 
in January 2019, the OOC’s then-di- 
rector, Nicole Elliott — who has 
subsequently left to serve in a similar 
role at the state level for Gov. Gavin 
Newsom — praised the program for al- 
lowing “us to put quasi-permitted and 
unregulated cannabis operators into a 
permitted and licensed structure.” She 
further noted that offering amnesty 
to unpermitted operators would help 
with compliance and safety while 
avoiding criminalization. 

When the amnesty program was 
enacted, Brown recalls being shocked 
to see the number of operators — few, 


if any, of whom were local residents — 
already housed in the Bayview. 

“People were upset, Brown says. 
“They still are. A lot of people in the 
community were doing their own 
thing, too. They had their own little 
operations, but they weren't aware of 
this pathway. They weren't aware of all 
of the things that a lot of these other 
businesses knew about.” 

Although dispensaries have more 
freedom in terms of where they can 
operate, the rest of the industry is 
largely restricted to Bayview-Hunters 
Point. Industrial zoning restrictions 
make the neighborhood one of the 
only viable options in the city for can- 
nabis cultivators, manufacturers, and 
distributors who wish to operate both 
legally and locally. 

The result is that non-retail oper- 
ators have turned Bayview-Hunters 
Point into the unofficial heart of the 
city’s cannabis industry. According to 
San Francisco’s Office of Cannabis, 62 
active permit holders, spanning both 
temporary permits for recreational 
sales and medical permits — or ap- 
proximately 30 percent of the city’s 
cannabis operators — are located with- 
in the district. 

Cannabis and social justice intersect 
in a number of ways, most notably 
the growing awareness that tens or 
hundreds of thousands of Americans 
are saddled with criminal records for 
something that is increasingly no 
longer a crime. (In fairness, the San 
Francisco District Attorney’s office has 
moved to expunge more than 9,000

marijuana convictions dating back to 
1975.) 

But while land-use topics may bore 
most people to tears, they may be just 
as important. With so many operators 
already in place — coupled with a lack 
of properly zoned real estate available 
elsewhere in the city — the residents 
of Bayview-Hunters Point find them- 
selves at risk of being excluded from an 
industry that they’re simultaneously 
being asked to house. The pot boom 
may turn out to be yet another inva- 
sive species looking to take root in the 
Bayview. 

So, frustrated by what he saw asa 
failure on the city’s part to properly 
educate prospective equity applicants, 
Brown took matters into his own 
hands. His Equity Sessions impart 
accurate knowledge about S.F’s ev- 
er-changing equity program. 

Though Brown acknowledges that 
some “emerging” operators have been 
in the Bayview for a decade or longer, 
he still believes that true, lifelong 
residents should have gotten the first 
chance to establish small businesses 
through the permitting process when 
it was first announced in late 2017. 

“Therein lies the conflict,” Brown 
says. “You have a district that’s been 
disenfranchised by the War on Drugs 
— just from over-policing, on top of 
other things — and then you have 
a group of growers who have been 
disenfranchised for trying to actually 
participate and grow and all that. Now 
they’re trying to become legal, and 
people are butting heads.” 


THE POT BOOM MAY 
TURN OUT TO BE YET 






Though these operators may 
not be Bayview residents, some are try- 
ing to show that their businesses deserve 
to be here. 

Gold Seal has operated in the Bay- 
view since 2014, cultivating premium 
indoor cannabis flower like the flag- 
ship strains Red Congolese and Cherry 
Cheesecake. According to co-founder 
Aaron Flynn, Gold Seal’s identity is 
tied to cultivating its flower locally. 
With zoning restrictions, that makes 
the Bayview the best bet to ensure 
their cannabis is always made in San 
Francisco. 

“This city really does appreciate 
things that were locally made,” he says. 
“Over the next five years, you could see 
some really phenomenal craft ... prod- 
ucts coming out of the Bayview. That’s 


what really gets me excited about oper- 
ating here. It’s the San Francisco-made, 
farm-to-table aspect of this.” 

In terms of Gold Seal’s efforts to 
ingratiate itself to the Bayview, the 
company has sponsored free forums 
for local residents focused on cannabis 
and also collaborated with Bayview 
nonprofits like Young Community 
Developers (YCD). Brown cites YCD as 
one of the local organizations he’d like 
to see operators partnering with, so it 
does appear that Flynn is genuine in 
his efforts to fit in. 

A few blocks away, Potli’s cofound- 
ers Felicity Chen and Christine Yi are 
sitting near several large drums of 
olive oil. The space they occupy is but 
one in a long row of identical units off 
Jerrold Avenue in San Francisco’s Bay- 
view-Hunters Point. Inside, however, 
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they’ve updated their headquarters 
with up-to-code manufacturing equip- 
ment. Though the pair have come to 
embrace their new home, they had 
less than a week to decide whether to 
move in. 

“We literally made the decision 
to go into this space in less than five 
days,” Chen confirms. “That’s how long 
it was from knowing about the oppor- 
tunity to signing the contract. It was 
really crazy.” 

Chen and Yi have been all in on Pot- 
li — which specializes in cannabis-in- 
fused honey and oils — from the get- 
go. Both are from the East Bay, but the 
pair met in Boston as freshman college 
roommates. The idea for Potli was 
subsequently born from their shared 
desire to create something involving 
cannabis that even their mothers — 


Chen and Yi are both third-generation 
Asian-Americans — would eat. 

Together, they’ve poured their life 
savings — “or as much as two 24-year- 
olds would have,” Yi jokes — into the 
company. For the past year-and-a-half, 
Potli has operated out of its current 
home, a space they share with three 
other women. 

When the opportunity to move into 
their current location arose, the wom- 


en behind Potli didn’t waste a moment. 


To the contrary, they were well aware 
that properly zoned San Francisco real 
estate is a hot commodity for cannabis 
manufacturers and acted accordingly. 

As a manufacturer of cannabis in- 
gredients — staples like chili oil that 
can then be incorporated into numer- 
ous dishes — Potli sources its own 
ingredients as locally as possible. Once 
Yi and Chen decided to feature honey, 
they only had to look as far as Chen’s 
backyard. 

“When I left for college, my parents 
replaced me with bees,” she laughs. 
“That’s really how we got to this deli- 
cious, local honey. Since then, we’ve 
expanded the hives. We also painted 
them pink.” 

Potli and Gold Seal have both been 
navigating their own substantial (and 
ongoing) permitting processes as 
well. They each also emphasize their 
intentions to be good neighbors in 
the Bayview, specifically highlighting 
their efforts to hire locally. Chen and 
Yi say the lab techs they’ve hired have 
all been Bayview residents, while the 
same is also true for three of Gold 
Seal’s 13 staff members. 

“Gold Seal wants to continue to 
hire folks from here,” Flynn says. “We 
love having employee happy hours at 
Cafe Envy and going to Tato Mexican 
on Third. This is more to us than just a 
place that we drive to in the morning 
and then leave in the evening. We 
really like being members of this com- 
munity.” 

For Brown, the issue isn’t whether 
these operators are being sufficiently 
altruistic — although again, some 
actions are mandatory conditions of 
their permits. This doesn’t necessarily 
mean Gold Seal or Potli’s intentions 
are insincere, but it does make it diffi- 
cult to quantify their efforts as going 
above and beyond. 

Part of the blame for this scenario 
rests with the city for not making 
Bayview residents aware of the equity 
program in a timely manner. Given 
how it’s taken Hampton and Brown 
three years to arrive at the precipice of 
opening their own dispensary, time is 
yet another vital piece of the complex 
equation that will decide who prospers 
and who perishes in the city’s cannabis 
industry. 
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EXPECTATIONS ARE HIGH 


Many San Francisco residents who 
consume cannabis have already formed 
loyalties to their favorite dispensaries 
and product brands. Trying to imagine 
where the industry might be in three 
years — a time span that could realisti- 
cally include the end of federal canna- 
bis prohibition in the U.S. — is nearly 
impossible. The marginalized commu- 
nities of Bayview-Hunters Point feel 
they have waited long enough. 

That’s why Brown is frustrated to 
see other operators getting permits 
for ostensibly operating illegally in 
the Bayview while local residents were 
arrested, prosecuted, incarcerated, 
and, in some cases, killed for doing the 
same thing. Now they’re being asked 
to put their faith in an equity program 
that doesn’t seem to account for the 
industrial side of the cannabis industry 
and which has, as of this moment, yet 
to result in an equity-operated dispen- 
sary opening its doors. 

“In my opinion, the community 
has the one-up,’ he says. “These op- 
erators are largely not people of color 
and they’re not from Bayview. Even if 
they’ve been here for 10 years — and 
I know some people that have, like 
the Betty Project — at the same time, 
you have this community that’s been 
taking all of the heat for what they’ve 
been doing.” 

The Betty Project advertises itself 
as a “legacy built and artisan sustained 
cannabis micro-business.” When 
Brown spoke at a city hearing on its 
behalf, he noted that the company 
seemed aware of Bayview residents’ 
needs and that he believed they were 
making steps in that direction. 

“T don’t expect anyone to fire their 
entire staff,” Brown says, “and I don’t 
think the community does, either. 
What I think the community and my- 
self do expect is that from now on and 
moving forward, you're creating an eq- 
uity program and you're hiring locally.” 

In spite of his concerns, Brown 
remains hopeful. He’s greatly looking 
forward to the launch of CDXX in the 
near future. He just wants to make 
sure it’s but the first of many business- 
es to come that are owned and oper- 
ated by local Bayview-Hunters Point 
residents like Rodney Hampton. 

“If we're able to do this right,” 
Brown says, “I think that the Bayview 
has a bright future in cannabis. I think 
that we've gotten on top of it early 
enough and the city has dragged its 
feet so much that somehow, here in 
the Bayview, we were able to catch up 
to some degree.”

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Finding Comedy Behind the 
Fourth Wall 


No one in China's as good as the impoverished sex worker Shen Te in Cal Shakes’ boisterous revival of 7he 


Good Person of Szechwan.

Modulation wasn’t on Eric Ting’s 
agenda when he directed the actors in 
Bertolt Brecht’s The Good Person of Szech- 
wan (at Cal Shakes through July 28). 
With one or two exceptions, the cast was 
intent on subduing the audience by 
shouting out their lines. Midway 
through the second act, the rising clamor 
finally drowned out the meaning of 
Brecht’s language. Instead of nuanced 
readings of the script, Ting directed the 
actors to take a comic approach when 
they pronounced their characters’ Chi- 
nese names. Of all the things to draw our 
attention to, he decided that names like 
Shen Te, Lin To, and Mi Tzu had to be ut- 
tered, relentlessly, in quotation marks 
the size of elephant ears. 

Early on, a supporting player held 
up a cue card that read, “Brecht never 
went to China.” Was this Ting’s way of 
wrestling ownership of the material 
from the powdery bones of a dead 
white man? For three hours, this pro- 
duction ignored the lyricism of the 
words themselves. Instead, the actors 
kept winking at us to let us know that 
a 20th-century German playwright 
had no right to appropriate a culture 
that wasn’t his own. That point could 
have been made once. After that, it felt 
like an artist’s grand condescension to a 
theater full of unschooled innocents go- 
ing to a big city play for the first time. 

This phonetic emphasis on nomen- 
clature didn’t break Brecht’s famous 
fourth wall. It built one up, brick by 
noisily laid brick, imprisoning the ma- 
terial in a campy time warp. The diverse 
casting though was a welcome correc- 
tive to what, in 1943, must have origi- 
nally been a group of Caucasian actors 
playing Chinese characters. Most of the 
actors appeared in white face, another 
choice that influenced the broad perfor- 
mances. They weren't based on individ- 
ual characters so much as turning indi- 
viduals into caricatures. As Wang, the 
Water-Seller, Lance Gardner, sporting a 
cone-shaped hat, called to mind a clown 
— asad one, wigless and not really 
there to amuse. Phil Wong, in multiple 
roles, was also clown-like, especially as 
a plump barber rubbing his prosthetic 
belly. Overall, the makeup essentially

transformed the cast into mimes. From 
one scene to the next, emotions were 
telegraphed to the audience as “emo- 
tions” — not simply acted. 

It is possible for actors in a con- 
temporary play to acknowledge the 
presence of an audience and to act in 
a fictional universe at the same time 
(e.g., plays by Julia Cho, Christopher 
Chen, etc.). But The Good Person works 
overtime to diminish the illusions tak- 
ing place on stage. Cross-dressing was a 
crucial part of the plot. In the lead role 
of the good-hearted female sex worker 
named Shen Te, Francesca Fernandez 
McKenzie also dressed as a man. As 
Shui Ta, she adopted his more aggres- 
sive personality in order to protect her 
interests in a tobacco store. Additional- 
ly, three other actors appeared in drag, 
but not because the plot demanded 
it. They appeared in ill-fitting dresses 
and their wigs were deliberately askew, 
which called attention to the props and 
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not the words that they’re saying. This 
is meant to serve as someone's idea of 
fun. But the play contends with some 
very un-fun ideas such as poverty, 
joblessness, and the corrosive effects 
of capitalism. This is a candy-colored 
approach that would withstand, and 
be improved by, some illumination in 
lurid, worn-out hues. 

There were gods in this place. When 
they walked on stage, they formed and 
reformed as trios of different actors. 
The scenic designer, Michael Locher, 
indicated their presence by flickering 
out one of the capital o’s in the Richard 
Serra-sized “GOOD?” sign spelled out 
in the background. They’ve descend- 
ed from the heavens to seek out and 
monitor the progress of one good 
person. Shen Te gave them shelter for 
a night in her shabby room and was 
then rewarded for her good deed. The 
story that follows depicts a society that 
artfully takes advantage of its most 
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vulnerable members. It’s 

a forbidding, pitiless tale 
worthy of Fassbinder or 
even someone like Bertolt 
Brecht. Breaking the fourth 
wall isn’t the only theatri- 
cal device that qualifies as a 
Brechtian gesture. Reciting 
the rhythms of his scripts 
with recognizable emo- 
tions is another viable way 
of bringing the meaning of 
his language back to life.

Sword of Trust 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Opera 
Plaza Cinema. 
When a film’s promotional material 
describes it as “a shaggy dog tale” which 
was ‘created by the raw talent of its able 
cast,” it’s reasonable to translate that as 
“an improv exercise with no payoff or 
point.” And though mostly improvised, 
Lynn Shelton’s Sword of Trust isn’t quite 
so frustrating. Mel (Marc Maron) is 
an Alabama pawnshop owner whose 
sole employee is the credulous, mostly 
useless Nathaniel (Jon Bass). Enter Mary 
(Michaela Watkins) and Cynthia (Jillian 
Bell), looking to sell the Confederate sword 
once owned by Cynthia’s grandfather who 
believed the sword was proof the South 
won the war. Realizing it could net five 
figures from what the promo material 
euphemistically describes as “fans of 
revisionist history,’ the foursome journey 
into that #MAGA underworld, where 
they encounter Hog Jaws (Toby Huss) 
and the more duplicitous Kingpin (Dan 
Bakkedahl). It fizzles out as shaggy-dog 
stories must, yet Sword of Trust remains 
engaging thanks to the refined talent of its 
experienced cast. The heart of the film is a 
10-minute sequence of the four principals 
in a small space where they have nothing 
to do but talk about things unrelated to 
the sword business. The typically one-note 
Maron shows a wider range here, and it’s 


the one scene in the film you can fully 
trust. Sherilyn Connelly 


San Francisco Jewish Film Festival

For its 39th big year of doing what it does, 
the San Francisco Jewish Film Festival 
continues to do so with aplomb as it 
brings two weeks and change of delicious 
celluloid-cum-digital noshes to the Castro 
Theatre.

First it was Farina, then Farina 
Pizza. The two halves of a once-pret- 
ty-OK, Italian-centric restaurant group 
on 18th Street closed six months apart 
in 2017, ina saga that involved unpaid 
back taxes, the seizure of a $275,000 li- 
quor license, embarrassingly public notes 
from the landlord about garbage pay- 
ments, and — the kicker — an opaque 
system that may or may not have pock- 
eted servers’ tips. At a time when dis- 
tressing restaurant closures seem to 
punch S.F. in its solar plexus on a weekly 
basis, Farina’s finis felt more like grimly 
satisfying rubbernecking at the crash 
site of a driverless-Uber gone haywire. 

It was a bit like the more recent 
demise of Mission Beach Cafe — only 
without the vermin, a curiously unflap- 
pable restaurateur, or any outpouring 
of sympathy from the dining public. 

In other words, did anyone like either 
the overpriced Farina or Farina Pizza? 
Anyone at all? 

It seems not. Worse, there was a 
plan to replace the original Farina with 
a horrendously tone-deaf club for af- 
fluent gay men called Yass that was to 
be funded by the firm attached to the 
occasionally ghoulish arch-Trumpster 
Peter Thiel. (That clearly never came to 
pass.) At the time, I smugly predicted 
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that the nearby Farina Pizza would 
probably become a fast-casual place 
that served salad. Boy, was I wrong: 
Mixt opened its flamboyantly ordinary 
salad lounge a block down, in the old 
La Rondalla space. 

Saging all this away, the marvelous 
Liholiho Yacht Club will shortly open 
Dear Inga in the Farina building and 
Thomas McNaughton’s Flour + Water 
has taken over Farina Pizza. What 
could be more relieving? The results 
are charming, especially on a day like 
Sunday Streets when the restaurant 
seems to fuse with Valencia, if not the 
city itself. That porousness can be so 
lovely in a dining-obsessed city where 
the boundaries of sidewalk seating are 
rigidly demarcated, and even al fresco 
dining can leave you feeling boxed in. 

Valencia and 18th is a wow location, 
unquestionably, and we should all be 
glad it didn’t become the flagship loca- 
tion for a corporate brand that can pay 
near-infinite rents without really sell- 
ing much, because its primary purpose 
is to absorb hipness from its surround- 
ings. That’s not to say Flour + Water 
Pizza isn’t hip. It definitely is, but not 
necessarily in the we-turned-Steve- 
Jobs-away way that the original Flour 
+ Water on 20th and Harrison streets 
has always been rumored to have done. 
More and more, | find myself attracted

to restaurants where you can clearly 
sense that the staff like one another 
and have fun. This is one. It might 

not be Yass, but there’s plenty of sass, 
and it’s contagious. Sit at the counter 
watching someone slice prosciutto 
next to three pizzaioli who fluidly han- 
dle the tiered, 600-degree oven, and 
you ll probably want to do a stage there 
on your day off. It’s a fun restaurant to 
eat in even when you have to put your 
name on the list and kill 45 minutes at 
The Valencia Room. 

Clearly, pizza is the main attraction, 
as pastas are at Flour + Water. And to 
be perfectly up front about it, the crust 
is absolutely spectacular. Thin-adja- 
cent and not particularly charred, it’s 
chewy, it’s hearty, it holds up to the 
toppings, and it ferments for three 
days beforehand to get that ideal mix 
of microbes that doesn’t render you 
sluggish. Crust preferences are subjec- 
tive, no two ways about it, and I'ma 
white-pie partisan, too. The OG Bear 
— made with mozzarella, mushroom, 
spinach, Taleggio cheese, and garlic, 
and a reference to one of the owners’ 
nicknames — is probably the best one. 
While the toppings are thick and goo- 
ey, they’re not overkill and they under- 
score the strengths of the crust. Also 
balanced is the sausage pizza, whose 
rosemary is still palpable in spite of the 
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oven’s jet blast. 

The trouble is that some of the 
other pizzas are either mild (as in the 
burrata pie) or slightly out-of-whack. 
The speck pie, for instance, tastes 
mostly of onions. And the tame chili 
oil in the condiment caddies doesn’t 
really suggest New Jersey slice shops, 
either. Further, the burrata antipasto 
was weakly flavored, with unripe nec- 
tarines thatched with frisee. (Thank 
God for those pistachios.) And the 
fritto misto has too much batter and 
not enough seasoning, so that even 
fun components like hen-of-the-woods 
mushrooms and snow peas feel smoth- 
ered in cornmeal even after you've 
squeezed every drop out of the lemon. 

If you're searching for a companion 
wine, you may find the Aglianico is 
unremarkable at best, so experiment 
with the Lambrusco, whose mouthfeel 
holds up to all the cheese atop the piz- 
za crust. Or do a Capelletti Spritz, that 
summer refresher in this post-Aperol 
world whose piney undertones always 
remind me of a syrup called Rooh-Afza 
that I bought at an Afghani grocery in 
Fremont. 

So some tinkering is advisable, 
but the skeletal structure is firmly 
in place — and since Pauline’s Pizza 
is gone, FWP is very likely intended 
to undercut Delfina. I try to hold the 
idea of relevance at arm’s length, be- 
cause, yeah, everybody wants to be 
“relevant,” but that’s why Burger King 
has an app and sells “Real Meals” and 
also why the organizers of the Fyre 
Festival thought they had a real winner 
on their hands. But, sigh though we 
may about how excellence is no longer 
considered as important as relevance, 
relevance matters. It’s not as though 
Flour + Water had completely faded 
from view, but other spots in the Ne 
Timeas Restaurant Group like Central 
Kitchen and Salumeria had overtaken 
it. A few years after their ill-fated tapas 
project Aatxe folded, this is a shrewd 
move, with obvious and near-univer- 
sal appeal. Flour + Water Pizzeria is 
enjoyable, affordable, and utterly in 
tune with its surroundings — and 
again, that crust! Considering the 
address and the history of Farina, this 
could have all gone hideously awry. We 
lucked out.

Two bizarre, unconventional 
cuisine creations just hit our cheesy, for- 
mula fast-food chain restaurants. KFC 
locations all over the city are now serving 
a dubious-sounding concept calleda 
Cheetos Sandwich, while Burger King 
now carries the Impossible Whopper — 
which makes use of the no-meat, plant- 
based, beef substitute from Redwood 
City-based phenom Impossible Foods. 

SF Weekly loves it when fast food 
joints find new ways to make us fat, 
so we greased the wheels and made 
our way to Burger King and KFC to see 
if these high-calorie concoctions are 
worth the artery blockage and diabetes 
risk that accompanies them. 

The Cheetos Sandwich is an attempt 
to replicate the viral success and mor- 
bid fascination that the Double Down 
created in years past. The unholy union 
of combined KFC-Taco Bell locations 
always has some kind of limited-time, 
counterintuitive food mashup on the 
menu, and the Cheetos Sandwich is 
sort of a Cheeto-fied iteration on the 
old Tex-Mex dish Frito Pie. 

The thing is served in a crumpled 
foil wrapping designed for a slightly 
different menu item called the Crispy 
Colonel Sandwich. Upon unwrapping 
it, you are greeted by the visual hilarity 
of a radioactive-looking, bright orange 
goo all over your sandwich that is de- 
scribed as Cheetos sauce. 

The Cheeto effect is more textural 
than flavorful; the crispy fried chicken 
fillet is the dominant taste here. But 
the Cheetos add a satisfying crunch 
that will have you contemplating the 
act of dumping Cheetos directly onto a

The Drums

In typical cases, belting out 
lines like “I am scared of all the people in 
the world” would not prompt the masses 
to make a beeline for the dancefloor. Ad- 
missions of that quality usually call for 
people to bust mopes, not moves. 

Yet Jonny Pierce — the creative 
force and sole full-time member of 
Brooklyn indie-pop band The Drums 
— has an indefatigable quality of 
stirring joy out of misery, of finding 
the resilient strength in collective 
reflection and self-acknowledgement. 
It also helps that he pairs those bleak, 
candid lyrics with ridiculously catchy 
melodies, allowing one to dreamily for- 
get that they are listening to songs of 
heartbreak and woe. 

“It’s not important that every song 
is peppy and also sad, but what is im- 
portant for me is being genuine when 
I write,” says Pierce, who performs two 
shows as The Drums at August Hall 
on Friday and Saturday, July 25-26. “I 
think every day, I carry a bit of sadness 
and a bit of happiness with me. I never 
once sat down and said, ‘I’m gonna 
write a sad song that sounds happy.’ 
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Dancing in the Dark 
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I just follow my instincts and that’s 
where things end up.” 

Pierce has long maintained that 
sad/happy dynamic, dating back to 
the first Drums record, which included 
songs like “Best Friend,” an upbeat 
elegy to a dead companion. But he long 
ago evolved from the foppish, naive 
frontman who danced awkwardly alone 
in those halcyon days to a more com- 
plicated, mature persona — someone 
who tackles difficult subjects of sexu- 
ality, faith (or lack thereof), and adult 
relationships. 

Brutalism, The Drums’ fifth album, 
is the latest example of that develop- 
ment. Gone are songs about surfing, 
dipping into the water, and skippin’ 
through town. In their stead are lyrics 
that approach sex, loneliness, and 
happiness in blunt, plaintive terms. 
Statements like “You said you could 
cum and I said I could, too” — from 
“Loner,” the same song where Pierce 
sings about being scared of all peo- 
ple — would sound completely out of 
place on those early, waifish Drums 
albums. 

“T think the responsibility of any 
true artist is to let their life reflect who 
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they are as a person, and I’m a differ- 
ent person than I was 10 years ago,” 
Pierce says. “It would be disingenuous 
and misrepresentative of me as a hu- 
man if I were just to dig my claws into 
my old sound and my old lyrics.” 

Pierce’s growth as a storyteller has 
been matched by his evolution as a 
producer, overseeing a sound and vibe 
that has become increasingly more 
daring and fearless. Whereas the old 
Drums’ sound featured thick, nylony 
guitars and immediate, New Order 
pacing, the songs on Brutalism are 
less structured and more avant-garde. 
Pierce deftly weaves between maximal- 
ist and minimalist offerings, shifting 
from kitchen-sink noise-pop sounds 
that emulate solo-era Julian Casablan- 
cas tunes, to hushed, diffident tracks 
that evoke post-rockers Young Marble 
Giants. 

The foundational elements that 
have long defined The Drums’ sound 
— hooky pop atmospherics — still 
make up the basis for the tracks on 
Brutalism, but the bold new layers and 
approaches provide the tunes with pro- 
fundity and, ultimately, uniqueness. 
Very few bands blend nostalgia with 


strange, icy affectations in a manner 
that Pierce has perfected. 

Brutalism is just the latest exam- 
ple of Pierce embracing outsider art. 
(There is a reason he named a song 
“Loner.’) Other than a brief, whirlwind 
moment circa 2010, when the British 
press went crazy for The Drums’ debut 
album and did their very British press 
thing of declaring the band saviors of 
rock ’n’ roll, Pierce and company have 
rarely fit into any specific music scene. 

Shifting between Los Angeles 
and New York, Pierce has never been 
deeply associated with either place, 
and his musical styles don’t ally him 
with any of the other whiz-bang indie 
rock bands of the late aughts. As a 
gay child who grew up in a deeply reli- 
gious household, Pierce has long been 
accustomed to feeling isolated and 
ostracized. 

Pierce said he’s always been proudly 
and defiantly independent, but, just 
as his music has changed, so too has 
his ability to grow relationships and 
build connections — provided they are 
meaningful. 

“We live in a really guarded world, 
and so that can lead to a bit of isola- 
tion in a way,” he says. 

“T don’t want to fill my life with 
compromised relationships — I’m past 
talking about the weather or sports 
or whatever people talk about to get 
through the day. I want to be able to 
help people and have people help me, 
that’s the kind of world I want to live 
in. I have a handful of people who are 
doing that with me now, but I could 
always use a little bit more.” 

That is why every Drums perfor- 
mance feels like an uproarious, gilded 
affair, despite the relatively morose 
tales Pierce spins. He’s out there every 
night looking for a connection, and 
his fans are happy to dance along to 
his beat, gliding along on a shared em- 
brace of melancholic party music. 

“T still feel like ’'m a bit of an out- 
sider from the status quo,” Pierce says. 
“But that’s OK, because all my fans are 
that same way. We are outsiders, but 
we have the inside scoop, we have the 
connection.”

SHIT-STIRRERS, NOT STALINISTS 


The Dils’ New Deal

By Chip Kinman’s account, The 
Dils did not undergo some brutal punk 
scene excommunication circa 1979. 

He would know. He was there, after 
all, bouncing between San Francisco 
and Los Angeles as one-third of the 
seminal punk outfit he’d started with 
his brother Tony. In his telling, The 
Dils were invited to open for The Clash 
at the band’s upcoming Santa Mon- 
ica show. They said yes, of course, as 
they'd met Joe Strummer, Mick Jones, 
Paul Simonon, and Topper Headon 
during the Bay Area sessions for The 
Clash’s 1978 album Give ‘Em Enough 
Rope. Before the Clash returned to En- 
gland, they gave the brothers the ste- 
reo they'd been using in San Francisco. 
(Charles Kinman, Chip and Tony’s old- 
er brother, reportedly still has it.) 

When word broke that tickets to 
the Santa Monica show were $10, it 
didn’t exactly sit right with everyone. 
The Dils had been diligent about keep- 
ing prices down, part good punk praxis 
via low-hanging leftist fruit, part a 
simple acknowledgement of the reality 
that punks are cheap. 

Most people, Kinman remembers, 


didn’t care. But a few did. 

“Of course, we got blamed for it,” 
Kinman says. “The Dils did, because we 
were the ones that put our foot down 
and said, ‘If it’s more than $10, we’re 
not going to play a nightclub show.’ So 
fair enough, we got some blowback. 

“We didn’t really let it affect us,” he 
adds. “We knew that any band would 
have given their eye teeth to have had 
that gig.” 

But hindsight is 20/20, and the gig 
went poorly. The members of The Clash 
altogether avoided socializing with 
their opening band backstage. 

“I remember being mad at The 
Clash because we took all this shit for 
the door, and then we come out to play 
and they don’t even talk to us, and 
then we play and we suck,” Kinman 
says. ‘So I’m standing on stage when 
The Clash go on and I’m thinking, 
‘Man, I really hope they suck. I really 
don’t want to like them.’ And they were 
so fucking good. I was tortured.” 

The next day, Kinman asked his fa- 
ther what he thought of The Clash. 

“He [said], “Well, I thought they 
were a second-rate Dils.’ I never forgot 
that,” he says. “I know he probably 
thought, “They cleaned your clocks.’ 
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But still.” 

The Dils would call it quits by the 
end of that year — well more than a 
decade before the opening of Bottom 
of the Hill, where they play on Sat- 
urday, July 20. They weren’t wholly 
ostracized by external forces, but sim- 
ply content with the realization that 
writing punk songs as The Dils had 
run its course. Kinman moved to New 
York, eventually landing in Austin and 
starting proto-cowpunk band Rank 
and File with Tony and Nuns drummer 
Alejandro Escovedo. 

But before it all ended, The Dils 
were proper first-wave San Francisco 
punks, de facto luminaries in the 
blink-and-you-missed-it, late-’70s Bay 
Area scene. Tony and Chip Kinman 
moved to San Francisco in 1978 from 
Carlsbad, where their career marine 
father had chosen to retire after Viet- 
nam. The only proper ’60s child of the 
bunch, older brother Charles managed 
his siblings’ musical education in The 
Animals, The Rolling Stones, and The 
Beatles (supplemented by a trip to 
the drive-in when A Hard Day’s Night 
opened). Like all punk kids of a certain 
era, Chip and Tony admired Lou Reed, 
New York Dolls, and David Bowie, and

loathed Deep Purple and Emerson, 
Lake & Palmer. 

The brothers formed the Dils for 
something to do, figuring it out as they 
went. Tony’s Marxist politics manifest- 
ed in hammer-and-sickle imagery and 
lyrics about class warfare and hating 
the rich, delivered with all the subtle- 
ty of a wrecking ball crashing into a 
burning building. Chip was less of a 
true believer, but he enjoyed the red 
scare provocation. When Stalinist and 
communist organizations asked to set 
up booths at Dils shows, he told them 
to get lost. 

“We weren't Stalinists. We were 
mostly just loudmouths and trouble- 
makers,’ Kinman says. “Shit-stirrers.” 

Chip and Tony were also California 
punks at the right time, bouncing 
back and forth between San Francisco 
and Los Angeles alongside their peers: 
F-Word, The Avengers, The Nuns, The 
Zeros. They managed to record a hand- 
ful of 7-inches: 198 Seconds of the Dils 
became their post-mortem calling card. 
It features the frenetic “Class War,” 
now something of a political punk 
touchstone. (Just before recording it, 
the band booked a two-set show at a 
pizza place in Orange County. No one 
came to see the band or eat pizza, so 
they spent both sets playing the song 
15 times in a row.) 

When it was over, it was over. No 
reunions. Onto the next thing. 

Then Tony died in May 2018 — al- 
beit not before giving Kinman permis- 
sion to “rattle my bones to sell some 
records.” When The Casbah offered 
Kinman’s band Ford Madox Ford a slot 
at the San Diego venue’s 30th anniver- 
sary party, his 23-year-old son, Giulia- 
no Scarfo, suggested he play a Dils set 
instead. The idea of saying yes after 40 
years of saying no appealed to Kinman. 
Scarfo enlisted his friend Brian Me- 
lendez on bass, thus reforming a new, 
multi-generational Dils. 

To Kinman, it still feels right. His 
politics and penchant for shit-stirring 
have admittedly mellowed. But, like 
wealth inequality in this country, the 
songs have managed to hold up decade 
after decade. 

“Tm a 61-year-old man now. I don’t 
really hate anybody and I don’t want 
any war,’ he says. “But [the songs] are 
fun, they’re fantastic. They’re really 
great to listen to.”

Deerhunter has always delivered by giving listeners consistently 
intriguing and enjoyable albums since the experimental art punk 
group formed in 2001. Led by the enigmatic, sharp-witted frontman 
Bradford Cox, these Atlanta rockers were a stark presence in the 
city’s underground music scene before creating international buzz 
with their 2007 sophomore album, Cryptograms. The following 

year saw the release of Microcastle, a decisively pop-focused record 
that retains the band’s ability to create emotionally resonant 
atmospheres and drones in the vein of ’90s shoegaze artists. 

In 2010, Deerhunter released its fifth album, Halcyon Digest, a 
multifaceted yet wholly singular work that stands out as one of the 
most vital indie rock albums of the decade. Their eighth and latest, 
Why Hasn't Everything Already Disappeared?, hears an anxious Cox 
lyrically reflect on death, the worrisome global political climate, and 
self-identity across 10 eerie, tightly produced tracks. Blending their 
best traits as a group — melancholic pop songwriting and dreamy 
atmospheric production — Deerhunter’s eighth album proves that 
the group becomes more captivating with age.

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SAVAGE LOVE \ DEEP CUCKS 


by Dan Savage 


Tama bi, white, married man—35 years old and 
living in a big Midwestern city. Id like to know what's 
going on in my psyche—from a sex-research perspective. 
I’ve been hung up on cuckold fantasies with my female 
partner for years now. I'm a creative person and I'm 
especially fond of creative fantasizing in bed, and my 
partner enjoys this as well. But 9 times out of 10, I’m 
spinning a yarn about her fucking other men, whether 
it’s a threesome, cuckolding with me watching, or her 
going out on dates and coming home a delicious mess. 
These fantasies took an unexpected turn when I asked 
her to share stories about people she fucked in the past. 
She obliged—and holy shit, was I turned on. The only 
unfortunate thing is that she did not have many great 
sexual experiences in the past, so she feels like there is 
not a lot to share. Anyway, we have an amazing sex life, 
obviously, and I feel no shame whatsoever about these 
fantasies or how turned on her memories make us. I’m 
just curious as to why it turns me on so much. I know 
others have similar kinks, but it seems so antithetical to 
the heteronormative expectations of what I should be 
turned on by. Any ideas? 

Fantasies Reliably Enhance Every Dalliance 


“Why am I like this?’ questions are always rabbit 
holes,” said Dr. David Ley, a clinical psychologist, 
author, and sex researcher. “We create rich, 
satisfying stories that are really just a form of mental 
masturbation—no bust on masturbation—when 
the truth is, at least at this point, we really have no 
clear idea why people have any of the unique sexual 
fantasies they do.” (Dr. Ley literally wrote the book 
on cuckolding: Insatiable Wives: Women Who Stray 
and the Men Who Love Them.) 

One popular explanation for why being 
cuckolded might turn a man on—why knowing his 
wife or girlfriend had fucked someone else (or was 
fucking someone else in front of him) might turn 
a guy on—was the “sperm competition” theory. To 
quickly summarize: A man who suspects his female 
partner recently had sex with another male—and 
whose reptile brain believes the other man’s semen 
might be “present” inside her—will have a more 
powerful and voluminous orgasm when he next 
mates with his female partner in an effort to “flood 
out” his competitor’s semen. For a time, many 
sex researchers theorized that male swingers and 
cuckolds were subconsciously inducing “sperm 
competition” reactions—i.e., they were in it for the 
more powerful orgasms. 

“Unfortunately, much of the research into 
sperm competition is now suspect, due to a failure 
to replicate many of these findings,” said Dr. Ley. 
“So to a degree, we're now saying, ‘You know, it’s 
complicated, everyone is different, and there are no 
simple answers.” 

And now that we’ve said that, FREED, Dr. Ley, 
who has worked with many cuckold couples, has 
noticed patterns and he’s willing to put out some 
alternative theories of his own. 

“Many cuckolds have a desire to engage 
bisexually with other men, using their wife’s body 
as a sort of proxy,” said Dr. Ley. “Given that FREED 
is a bi male in a heterosexual relationship, these 
cuckold fantasies might be a way for him to express 
his bisexuality while including his wife. Additionally, 


vicarious erotic fulfillment is often a central 
component in many cuckold fantasies. This goes 
beyond simple voyeurism—and FREED’s comment 
about his wife's regret at not having enough 

sexual experiences to share offers us a clue in this 
direction. Many cuckolds celebrate their partners 
being sexually unrestrained. FREED might just be 
turned on by the idea of his wife cutting loose and 
sharing that supercharged erotic energy with other 
partners—past, present, and future.” 

Finally, FREED, I wanted to add a “ding, ding, 
ding” to something you mentioned at the end of 
your letter. The erotic power of doing something 
that seems antithetical to the heteronormative 
and/or vanilla-normative expectations heaped on 
us by culture, religion, family, etc. should never be 
underestimated. While not everyone is turned on 
by the thought of transgressing against sexual or 
social norms, a significant percentage is. So long as 
our normative-busting transgressive turn-ons can 
be realized with other consenting adults, we should 
worry less about the “why” and more about the 
“when, “where,” and “how.” (Now, in private, and 
safely!)

While we were dating, she cuckolded me multiple times 
and seemed very accepting of the idea. I was in heaven, 
as I finally felt accepted for me. I remember very clearly 
on the day of our elopement discussing that this was 
more than a kink for me—it was central to my sexuality 
and I needed her buy-in before committing for life. 

We played a time or two after we got married, but my 
wife's interest in the lifestyle greatly decreased. After 

we had children (first child four years ago), her interest 
in cuckolding evaporated. It’s entirely gone. I accepted 
this for some time due to having young children. When 

I broached the subject recently, she expressed legitimate 
concerns around STIs, pregnancy, and being “found out” 
by friends/family. But this is something I need, as I made 
clear before we married. It’s not just a “kink” for me. I 
love my wife and I don’t want to pressure her into having 
sex with others, but I'm hurt and frustrated. I can’t help 
but feel like I had a bait and switch pulled on me. What 
do I do? Be thankful for the things I do have? Ask to go to 
a sex-positive therapist? Ask for a divorce? I’m lost, hurt, 
confused, and angry. 

Cuckold Has Understandable Regrets Now 


Cuckolding may be something you need, 
CHURN, but it’s something you're asking the wife to 
do. And the doing presents more risks for her—the 
risks of STIs and pregnancy fall entirely on her, as 
she pointed out. And if people were to find out (or 
suspect) she was sleeping around, the “shame” and 
potential social ostracism would fall entirely on 
her, too. Even if you were to tell anyone who found 
out that it was consensual and/or that you were a 
cuckold, it’s not like she wouldn't still be shamed or 
ostracized. Judgmental family and friends would just 
heap equal portions of shame on you, too.
